THIS CHANGE ORDER PROVIDES FOR:
Provide the following additional scope of work for Contract Change Order 217 S0 force account funds:

At the Hinge A bikepath expansion joint, furnish and install steel shim plates beneath the elastomeric bearing pads, revise
railing expansion joint, and fabricate and install temporary plates on the side cover plates.

Contract Change Order (CCO) 193 “Skyway Bikepath Expansion Joints” revised the bikepath expansion joint at Hinge A to
provide adequate clearance for seismic activity after aligning the as-built deck profiles of the SAS and Skyway structures.
While performing CCO 193 modifications, water was encountered in the Skyway bikepath box sections and construction
issues with the cover plate at Hinge A were identified. CCO 217 SO “Skyway Bikepath Paneldnvestigation” located and
removed water that was inside the Skyway bikepath panels. CCO 217 S1 “Skyway Bikepath Joint Cover Plates” modified the
cover plate at Hinge A to match the other hinge plates and to prevent future water intrusion, revised the pipe supports at
Hinges B and C to eliminate interference with CCO 193 expansion joint work, and installed shims under the tracks of the
emergency access gates to maintain the aesthetic profile of the railing.

This change order will close the gap between the elastomeric bearing pads and the revised CCO 193 expansion joint with
shims.

The railing on the expansion joint is too flexible. Force applied to the railing causes it to swing outwards creating too large of
a gap or inwards causing the SAS and Skyway railings to hit. The railing will be revised to restrict movement.

CCO 193 added side cover plates to the bikepath expansion joint, but did not extend them the entire length of the expansion
joint to avoid the cover plates impacting the railing base plates during a seismic event. The shorter side cover plates have
voids between the corners of the expansion joint and the edges of the bikepath which create a tripping hazard for
pedestrians. In order to prevent delaying the opening of the bikepath to the public, temporary plates will be installed to cover
the gaps. Another contract will fabricate and install a permanent solution.

This change order resolves the costs associated with Contractor Request for Information (RF1) numbers 3368, 3393R0, and
3393R1 with respect to the changes listed above.

The total cost of this change order is $0.00 force account, sufficient funds remain in CCO 217 SO and S1 force account funds
to cover the cost of this work. A detailed cost analysis is on file. The cumulative total of CCO 217 S0, S1, and S2 is
$464,650.00.

No time adjustment is warranted as this change order does not affect the controlling operation.

This change order has concurrence from William Casey (Supervising TE), Rich Foley (HQ Oversight), Wenyi Long (Bridge
Design), and Lina Ellis (Maintenance).
